T probably won’t surprise anybody that 
the number one best seller of the past 
month, fiction or non-fiction, was “May 
This House Be Safe from Tigers.” In Janu- 
ary, with just a few days on the market, 
it took ninth place. This past month it has 
increased its sale speed remarkably and has 
built up a volume just about twice as great 
as that of any other book on the list. The 
new book seems to have improved the sales 
of “Mine Enemy Grows Older,” too. Though 
the latter book is not on the best seller list, 
it is selling actively and is one of the most 
popular books in public libraries. The rea- 
son is probably that the two books are 
alike in their wit and slightly acid humor; 
whoever likes one is sure to like the other 
so that the one makes sales for the other. 
In fiction the new leader is “The Constant 
Image,” Marcia Davenport’s novel of love 
and propriety in Italy. It has managed to 
outstrip “Hawaii,” the big Michener novel- 
history of our newest state. “Hawaii” has 
taken second place on the list, however, in 
spite of the competition of many new books 
and of one very surprising older book, “The 


Devil’s Advocate.” This amazing book has 
not only remained on the best seller list but 
has risen from tenth place to eighth. The 
previous month it had dropped from seventh 
place—its first appearance on our list, cov- 
ering sales from mid-November to mid- 
December. Until that time it had not won 
a place on the best seller list at all. It’s 
anybody’s guess what it will do in the next 
few months, but already it has accom- 
plished something of a feat. It is the only 
novel besides “Hawaii” to remain on the list 
during the mid-January to mid-February 
period. 

“Advise and Consent,” “Return to Pey- 
ton Place,” “Fuel for the Flame,” “The 
Ugly American,’ and four more of last 
month’s leaders have dropped from the roll 
of honor; some of them have dropped com- 
pletely out of the running. 

Of the new arrivals on the fiction best 
seller list most were sure things and the rest 
were expected to sell well. Several of them 
are transitory visitors, no doubt, but who 
can tell how long a best seller will last, 
anyway? 
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Number three on the list is “Two Weeks 
in Another Town,” Irwin Shaw’s novel of 
high jinks in the Italian movie picture busi- 
ness. Rather different for the author of 
“The Young Lions,” it has lots of action, 
plenty of sex, and a sprightly style. It’s 
excellent entertainment. “Generation with- 
out Farewell,” in fourth place, is a more 
somber sort of tale, but it has literary 
distinction. Kay Boyle has long been known 
for the perceptiveness of her mind and the 
lucid beauty of her style. “Generation with- 
out Farewell’ might almost be called a 
novelist’s novel because her fellow practi- 
tioners have the hard-won knowledge to 
appreciate how subtly and effectively she 
achieves her aims. 

“False Scent,” by Ngaio Marsh, is a mys- 
tery, and of course a book for rental 
libraries as well as shops and public li- 
braries. But the fact that it has outsold Erle 
Stanley Gardner’s “The Case of the Way- 
laid Wolf,” in tenth place, proves that it 
will be very widely read. Erle Stanley 
Gardner undoubtedly has a greater ultimate 
market than Ngaio Marsh, counting the pa- 
perbacks, but Ngaio Marsh has the prestige 
market. People read her mysteries even 
though they are not real mystery addicts; 
they find in her books the true “novel” kind 
of character development and plot. She does 
not write formula thrillers. Erle Stanley 
Gardner, on the other hand, does write 
formula thrillers—and who wouldn’t, with 
such a successful formula? 

Howard Spring’s “All the Day Long” has 
taken sixth place on the best seller list. 
Obviously it had had practically no time at 
all on the market when we made our count 
of sales, but it had had big advance orders. 
The same thing is true of “Johnny Osage,” 
by Janice Holt Giles, which, we suspect, has 
had the biggest first orders of any of her 
books. These books, by the way, show a 
steady increase in popularity, each book 
commanding a bigger market than its pred- 
ecessor. 

“The Durian Tree,” ninth on the list, was 
our Editor’s Choice for January. It was 
later postponed but was put on sale, un- 
Officially, on its original publication date. 
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The closest rival of the fiction best sellers 
was “Wilder Stone,” by John Leggett, with 
Geoffrey Jenkins’ “A Twist of Sand” close 
behind it. 

Non-fiction, besides having a new leader, 
has four new arrivals: “My Wicked, Wicked 
Ways,” “No Room in the Ark,” “Groucho 
and Me,” and “Beau Pogo.” None of these 
will astonish anyone. The continued success 
of “Folk Medicine” is more likely to sur- 
prise those who have not watched its in- 
creasing sales. It has been pushed out of 
first place but it is still selling extremely 
well, better than any book on the fiction list. 

The nearest rivals of the non-fiction best 
sellers were “This Is My God” (in spite of its 
newspaper publication), “Alaska Bound,” 
and “Queen Mary.” This last book was pub- 
lished on February 15 so that it hasn’t had 
much chance to show what it can do. Front 
page reviews in both The Times and The 
Herald Tribune may push it higher in spite 
of its $10.00 price. 

In the public libraries “The Status Seek- 
ers” has given way to “Hawaii,” as has 
“Advise and Consent” in the rental libraries. 

There are five newcomers to the best 
renters list, only one to the public library 
list.

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Introducing Next Month’s Books 


HERE are four sure best sellers in fic- 
tion due in March, besides a number of 
likely candidates. At the top of the list we’d 
put “The Crowded Sky,” by Hank Searls 
(Harper, March 23, $3.95). The author is 
known for a previous best seller, a Harper 
Find called “The Big X.” This second novel 
is the Literary Guild selection for April, 
and about as exciting as this type of story 
can be. It concerns two planes, one a Navy 
jet flying eastward, the other a passenger 
plane flying westward. The author describes 
the naval officer piloting the jet, the ci- 
vilian piloting the DC-7, his co-pilot, the 
stewardess whom the co-pilot has just met 
and found interesting, a young doctor 
afraid to tell his wife she is dying, and 
other passengers. To be sure, we never 
learn as much about these characters as we 
might in another type of novel—it’s a sus- 
pense story—but the reader becomes inter- 
ested in them as in the passengers in “The 
High and the Mighty” . . . It’s not literature 
for the ages but it’s a compelling story. 
There are two BOMC choices for the 
month of April. One of them is “Trustee 
from the Toolroom,” by Nevil Shute (Mor- 
row, March 30, $3.95). This is a sure best 
seller, of course, though not one of Shute’s 
most exciting novels, we think. We watch 
John and Jo sailing alone across the Pa- 
cific toward Papeete, and learn later that 
they have been wrecked. Jo’s brother, 
Keith, a man satisfied to make small models 
of engines and clocks and write about them, 
is taking care of his sister’s ten-year-old 
daughter, Janice. He is trustee of her estate, 
and when he finds there is no money for 
her in the bank, he remembers the con- 
crete block in her parents’ boat where John 
had hidden a fortune in precious stones. 
So Keith sets out to find the jewels, calling 
upon friends (by way of his writings) to 
help him. It’s the story of an insignificant 
man who proves his mettle to help a child 
—a good story, though obviously lacking in 
some of the ingredients, such as a love 
interest, usually assumed to be essential. 


Francoise Sagan will fight it out with 
Paul Gallico. Her new book, “Aimez-Vous 
Brahms” (Dutton, March 10, $2.95.), is 
about a young-middle-aged woman who is 
neglected by her lover so takes a young man 
in his twenties as a sort of solace—only to 
acknowledge after a time that it won't 
work and go back to her unfaithful and 
middled-aged man, whom she really loves. 
Probably the reputation won by “Bonjour 
Tristesse” is still strong enough to make 
her latest novel of Gallic love a best seller, 
though hardly on the scale of _ its 
predecessors. 

Paul Gallico’s “Mrs. ’Arris Goes to New 
York” (Doubleday, March 17, $2.50) is fun- 
ny, often touching, and will sell very well. 
It is not, of course, as fresh and new as 
the first Mrs. ’Arris book, and, we must 
admit, a trip to America to find a mislaid 
father lacks a great deal of the zest of a 
trip to Paris. The formula is much the same 
but the flavor of delighted surprise is less. 

Close to the books mentioned will be 
“The Walk Down Main Street,” by Ruth 
Moore (Morrow, March 16, $4.50); “The 
Lovely Ambition,” by Mary Ellen Chase 
(Norton, March 21, $3.95); “The Divided 
Lady,” by Bruce Marshall (Houghton Miff- 
lin), March 7, $3.50); and “Clea,” by Lawr- 
ence Durrell (Dutton, March 30, $3.95). All 
four of these novels are by well known au- 
thors. Ruth Moore, Mary Ellen Chase, and 
Bruce Marshall have lists of best sellers 
behind them. Lawrence Durrell has not the 
same prestige, but “Mountolive” was a book 
club choice and a best seller last year, and 
“Clea” is a part of the same tetralogy. 

“The Endless Road,” by Roger Treat 
(Barnes, March 21, $3.95), is pretty much 
of an unknown—so far as we know, the 
author has never written a successful novel 
and so far as we know this is the first novel 
Barnes has published. There’s very little 
doubt, however, that Roger Treat and 
Barnes are going to town. “The Endless 
Road” is the story of alcoholism. The pro- 
tagonist, Pete Fletcher, is, in a sense, all 
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alcoholics, though there is nothing of Every- 
man in him or in the novel. He’s a real 
man, going through heaven and hell. The 
subject is not new, of course. “The Lost 
Weekend” made its author and the man 
who played the part of its hero famous. 
“Mrs. Murphy” was only a little less success- 
ful. But “The Endless Road” won’t be “an 
old story”; it’s a horrifying and frightening 
book—to us more frightening than either 
of the two we have mentioned. Perhaps it 
is a little contrived in spots, and we rec- 
ognized at least one incident from mascu- 
line mythology, but it carries conviction. 
Some scenes are so real that the author, 
we'd assume, must have known them at 
first hand. The novel is inevitably sensa- 
tional, full of uninhibited impulses, includ- 
ing sexual lust. But it’s not dirty, just 
brutally frank as if to say “See, it’s not 
funny to get drunk, it’s not somewhat ro- 
mantic—it’s just plain disgusting!” Pete 
Fletcher is not hopelessly gone; after a time 
at Hill Top he is once more trim, clean, 
and fit. He has his chance—can he take 
it? Barnes will put a lot of advertising be- 
hind “The Endless Road,” and we suspect 
that it may well be a best seller. 

“A Hundred Hills,’ by Howard Breslin 
(Crowell, March 7, $4.50), is a good novel 
of the Siege of Vicksburg. The fact that 
it has been chosen for the Dollar Book 
Club (for some future date) is sufficient 
indication of its chances for popularity. 
“Mrs. Sherman’s Summer,” by Majorie 
Fischer (Lippincott, March 9, $3.95), is the 
Lippincott Prize novel—a sort of distant 
cousin of the Jalna books, except that here 
the matriarch is the widow of a wealthy 
stock broker guiding and ruling her sons 
and daughters and their mates. 

In non-fiction the big book, we think, is 
“Literature and Western Man,” by J. B. 
Priestly (Harper, March 14, $5.95). This is 
literally a big book, of course, and com- 
mercially a big book. It may not have the 
immediate sales of a Priestly novel, but it 
will be a best seller at once and should 
sell in large quantities for a long time. And 
large quantities at $5.95 ($6.95 later) mean 
big business. It’s a book for everyone and 
for all libraries. 
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H. Allen Smith is represented by “Waiki- 
ki Beachnik” (Little, Brown, March 7, 
$3.95), the diary of a trip to Hawaii, with 
a lot of humor, a lot of visits to celebrities, 
a good deal of wit about places and food. 
We don’t think it’s tops for H. Allen Smith 
but it should be either a best seller or near 
it. 

“This Is Rome,” by Fulton J. Sheen & 
H. V. Morton (Hawthorn, March 8, $4.95 
is obviously of special interest to Catholic 
readers, but its market will include a great 
many Protestants and probably some people 
who aren’t particularly religious at all. 

Another religious book sure of good sales 
at least is “It Began on the Cross,” by 
Guy Schofield (Hawthorn, March 12, $5.00), 
a history of the early Christian Church. 
Though this book is carefully accurate, it 
is written in a lively, occasionally humorous, 
frequently dramatic way that makes a num- 
ber of emperors, Christian martyrs, tempt- 
resses, and others come to life. Instead of 
names, they become people. Church and 
Sunday school teachers, libraries, and those 
interested in the history of the church will 
want it. 

With “Trustee from the Tool Room” the 
BOMC chose “The Edge of Day,” by 
Laurie Lee (Morrow, March 23, $4.00), for 
distribution to its members. This is an 
author’s recollection of his earliest days in 
the beautiful Cotswold country of England, 
of grass and animals and school and people 
and especially of his mother, who tried in 
her own somewhat haphazard way to make 
up to her children for their desertion by 
their father—and obviously taught them to 
value beauty. It’s not to everyone’s taste, 
but it’s a beautiful book and will have near 
best seller sales. 

“Belafonte,” by Arnold Shaw (Chilton, 
March 24, $3.50), is “an unauthorized biog- 
raphy” of the singer who has had such a 
remarkable success as a man and enter- 
tainer. Needless to say, if all his admirers 
buy the book it will be an easy best seller. 

“Never Be Lonely,” by Pauline Wood- 
ruff Titus (Prentice-Hall, March 21, $3.50), 
is a book of valuable advice to those whose 
lives seem empty and meaningless. 

Two new editions deserve special men- 
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tion; both will sell like new books. ‘“Field- 
ing’s Travel Guide to Europe, 1960-61,” by 
Temple Fielding (Morrow, March 23, 
$5.95), is a standard volume that will have 
sales up in the best seller range. “Bedford 
Forrest and His Critter Company,” by 
Andrew Lytle McDowell-Obolensky, March 
15, $5.95), is a biography, rather neglected 
when it was first published and long out of 
print, by the author of the highly praised 
novel, “The Velvet Horn.” Though not the 
manual type of book like “Fielding’s Travel 
Guide to Europe” and therefore not as sure 
of near best seller sales, it should sell in 
this new edition better than it sold in its 
first edition. 

Our own special recommendation of the 
month is “The Lovely World of Richi-San,” 
by Allan R. Bosworth (Harper, March 30, 
$3.95). It is sure of good to excellent sales 
and may even be a best seller. 

“Full Circle,’ by Sir Anthony Eden 
(Houghton Mifflin, March 1, $6.50), is an 
autobiographical record of the years from 
1945 to 1957, the very important years 
when the shattered nations of Europe and 
Asia were pulling themselves together—and 
many of them looking greedily at their 
neighbors, especially their weaker neigh- 
bors. “Full Circle” should be in every li- 
brary of any size, public or private. 

“Not for Love,’ by Virginia McManus 
(Putnam, March 25, $3.95), is a postpone- 
ment from February. We still think it is 
bound to have good sales; it is not as 
facetious as “A House Is Not a Home” 
but seems to us more plausible. 

There are two strictly political books that 
should do well. “The Strategy of Peace,” 
by Senator John Kennedy (Harper, March 
30, $3.50), is really an ordered presentation 
of Kennedy’s views on international and 
domestic problems. “Putting First Things 
First,” by Adlai Stevenson (Random, March 
15, $3.00), is a similar book by the for- 
mer Democratic candidate. It is brilliant 
writing and brilliant thinking, even though 
Republicans and a few Democrats may 
disagree with the author’s ideas. 

Other books on the list may be bigger 
than these we have mentioned. For in- 
stance, there are sure markets (but how 
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large we don’t know) for “God Is a Good 
God,” by Oral Roberts (Bobbs-Merrill, 
March 21, $2.95); “In My Fashion,” by 
Bettina Ballard (McKay, March 25, $4.50); 
“An Epidemic of Genius,” by Ira Wolfert 
(Simon & Schuster, March 7, $4.50) 
“White House Fever,” by Robert Bendiner 
(Harcourt, Brace, March 16, $3.75)—a book 
we enjoyed a great deal; “Earth, My 
Friend,” by Peter Townsend (Coward-Mc- 
Cann, March 30, $5.75); “Memoirs of a 
Professional Cad,” by George Sanders 
(Putman, March 25, $3.50); and “‘The ‘Best- 
of All!’ Cookbook,” edited by Florence 
Brobeck (Lippincott, March 9, $4.95)

A good biographical subject—Commodore Truxtun 
—for his life was a definite part of beginning 
American naval history. As a boy of 15, almost 
finished with his apprenticeship at sea, he was im- 
pressed into the British Royal Navy. He was soon 
back in American merchant shipping, and as his 
own captain he lost his first sloop to the British 
at the outbreak of the Revolution. Next came suc- 
cessful privateering with many exciting assign- 
ments and sea battles. General Washington praised 
him with ‘““You have been as a successful regiment 
to the Colonies.” He sailed The Canton to China, 
the first American merchant ship in this trade. He 
was one of the first five captains chosen for the 
first American Navy, in command of The Constel- 
lation. The Constellation was to take part in the 
first war actions of the new navy in the Caribbean. 
Vivid scenes, these. Truxtun lived to 1822 but was 
not at sea in the War of 1812. His personality 
and theories of naval command come through in 
other episodes.

How Light Behaves, Different Kinds 
of Light, and Optics. The first part deals with the 
general aspects of light—how fast it travels, 
changes caused by light, etc. There are explana- 
tions of magic tricks like suspending people in 
mid-air, and the fascinating refractions caused by 
curving surfaces.

Dick Byrd was eager for adventure even as a little 
boy—but then this is not unusual in a boy.

His 
spirit never lacking, he fought against odds when 
he was a kid and the “Tater Hill gang” was after 
him, as well as against the greater odds that the 
barren wastes of Antarctica held for him when he 
was an adult. Dick, one of three brothers in a 
family destined to be famous, lacked nothing in 
his youth. At fourteen he spent some time in the 
Philippines with an uncle and came home by going 
around the world without adult chaperoning.

The editors of Sports Illustrated will 
write a series of sports books on track and 
field, figure skating, tennis, basketball, soc- 
cer, badminton, dog training, and many 
more for a new line of books entitled The 
Sports Illustrated Library, to be published 
under an agreement between Time, Inc., 
and Lippincott. The first four volumes in 
the series, on skiing, horseback riding, base- 
ball, and small boat sailing, will make their 
debut in the spring. 


The first Penguin paperback book to be 
distributed by the newly-formed Atheneum 
Publishers will be “Khrushchev’s Russia,” 
by Edward Crankshaw. Publication of this 
paperbound original is slated for March 
18, at a price of 85 cents. Mr. Crank- 
shaw also wrote “Cracks in the Kremlin 
Wall.” 
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Houghton Mifflin is planning to reissue 
George R. Stewart’s “Ordeal by Hunger,” 
to which the author has added new ma- 
terial in the form of diaries, a letter from 
the Donner Party and his own review of 
recent historical findings. Mr. Stewart was 
recently appointed a Fellow of the Cali- 
fornia Historical Society, mostly in recogni- 
tion of “Ordeal by Hunger.” His latest book 
is “Pickett’s Charge.” 


Four Borzoi Originals from Knopf will be 
published in paperbacks in the spring: 
“Traps,” by Friedrich Duerrenmatt; “Amer- 
ican Son,” by Francis MacManus; “A Fine 
Frenzy,” by Noel Woodin; and “The Coun- 
iry Girls,” by Edna O’Brien. If these novels, 
all written with a distinctive flair by ad- 
venturous and talented authors (“Traps,” be- 
came the current Broadway hit “The Deadly 
Game”), go over well in paper format, 
Knopf will issue them in cloth at standard 
prices. The paperback prices are approxi- 
mately one-third the regular cost. An order 
of ten or more copies of each book will 
come in an attractive display box. 


In its January bulletin the American 
Booksellers Association reported that na- 
tional retail sales for 1959 were 6% ahead 
of 1958’s totals. Membership-wise, the ABA 
had one of its best years in a long time, 
with a 10% jump in enrollement over 1958. 
At present the ABA is soliciting informa- 
tion from its members about their sales in 
the ten-year period from 1949 to 1959.

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Obituaries 


JOSEPH WALKER MCSPADDEN, author of 
numerous technical and reference books for 
adults and children, died in Florida on Feb- 
ruary 9 at the age of 86. 

A resident of Montclair, New Jersey, for 
47 years, Mr. McSpadden had moved to 
Florida in 1953. He was born in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, and was graduated from the 
University of Tennessee in 1897. 

Mr. McSpadden wrote one novel, “Storm 
Center.” His other works included “Operas 
and Musical Comedies,” “Shakesperian Syn- 
opsis,” “Robin Hood,” “Indian Heroes,” 
“Pioneer Heroes,” and “The Book of Holi- 
days.” At the time of his retirement in 1938 
he was chief editor at Thomas Y. Crowell 
Publishing Company. 

He was the founder of the Tennessee 
Club of New York, and had served for 
many years as the secretary of The Na- 
tional Arts Club. 


HELEN TOPPING MILLER, author of 
nearly fifty novels and many short stories, 
died in the Morristown Hospital, Morris- 
town, Tennessee, on February 4. She was 
ao: 

Mrs. Miller’s last novel, “After the 
Glory,” has not been published. Among her 
many novels are “Sharon,” “White Pea- 
cock,” “The Flaming Gahagans,” “Blue 
Marigolds,” “Splendor of Eagles,” “Let Me 
Die Tuesday,” “Love Comes Last,” “Storm 
Over Eden,” “Desperate Angel,” “Wicked 
Sister,” “Dark Sails,” “Born Strangers,” and 
“Cameo.” 

Born in Fenton, Michigan, in 1884, the 
author was graduated from Michigan Agri- 
cultural College in 1905 and married Frank 
Roger Miller in 1910. She was a member 
of the Tennessee Press Writers Club. Mrs. 
Miller made her home at Arrowhill Farm, 
Talbott, Tennessee. 


FREDERICK S. PEARSON, winner of a Pea- 
body Award in 1954 for humorous writing, 
died on January 17 at St. Luke’s Hospital, 
New York City, after a long illness. He 
was 47. 

Mr. Pearson was the author of the popu- 
lar “Fractured French,” which he later fol- 
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lowed by “Compound Fractured French.” 
He had been a book and magazine editor 
and a vice president of Willow Corporation, 
radio and theatrical producers. 


NOVELIST RUTH SUCKOw, credited with 
being one of the first of the new school of 
American regional writers, died at her home 
in Claremont, California, on January 23. 
Miss Suckow, who had been in poor health 
for several months, was 67. 

Ruth Suckow was a protege of the late 
H. L. Mencken. He published several of 
her short stories in The Smart Set and 
The American Mercury during the 1920's. 
Miss Suckow’s first novel, “Country Peo- 
ple,” appeared in the old Century magazine 
before being brought out in book form. Her 
most recent work, “The John Wood Case,” 
published last year, was her first novel in 
over ten years. Miss Suckow also wrote 
“The Odyssey of a Nice Girl,” “Iowa In- 
teriors,’ “The Bonney Family,” “The 
Kramer Girls,” “Children and Older Peo- 
ple,” “The Folks,” “New Hope,” and “Some 
Others and Myself.” 

The daughter of a Congregational mini- 
ster, Miss Suckow was born in Jowa and re- 
ceived her B.A. and M.A. degrees from the 
University of Denver. Her novels and short 
stories had their settings in the small com- 
munities of Iowa.
